Cops to 
look into 
RCMP 
shooting

investigation Halifax Re¬ 
gional Police were called in 
to investigate an RCMP 
shooting in Cape Breton. 

John Andrew Simon, 44, 
was shot by an RCMP officer 
on Tuesday night and died 
later in the hospital. 

It happened in the Wag- 
matcoolc First Nations com¬ 
munity near Baddeclc. A 
woman called in a domestic 
complaint to the RCMP at 
8:45 p.m. on Tuesday night. 
When two officers arrived, 
the woman had already left 
the house. 

They were told there was 
a firearm involved. 

Police were negotiating 
with the man for about 90 
minutes when an “incident 
occurred” where one of the 
officers fired a gun. 

RCMP aren’t saying yet 
what the incident was. 

“That’s under investiga¬ 
tion to see exactly what 
happened inside the house, 
and we have to interview all 
the parties, including the 
member whose firearm was 
discharged,” said RCMP 
spokesman Sgt. Mark Gal¬ 
lagher. “We want to have 
the independent investiga¬ 
tors look into the matter to 
see whether or not there 
was an imminent threat at 
the time.” 

First aid was applied at 
the scene and the man was 
rushed to the Baddeclc hos¬ 
pital, but he died. 

The victim was taken to 
Halifax yesterday where an 
autopsy was scheduled.

Harper goes to the airwaves to address political crisis

Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper will meet with Gov. 
Gen. Michaelle Jean this 
morning in a bid to save 
his government from 
being replaced by an NDP- 
Liberal coalition. 

In his first televised ad¬ 
dress to the nation as prime 
minister, a determined 
Harper took to the airwaves 
last night to argue the NDP- 
Liberal coalition that would 
replace the Conservatives if 
the government loses a con¬ 
fidence vote scheduled for 
Monday, would damage the 
country’s unity, economy 
and democracy. 

Liberal Leader Stephane 
Dion fought back with his 
own pitch to Canadians, 
saying the Conservatives 


“have lost the right to gov¬ 
ern.” 

Harper steered clear of 
what specific option he will 
put to the Governor Gener¬ 
al when he visits her at this 
morning. 

But his goal, cabinet min¬ 
isters said privately, is to go 
to her to buy time, and give 
all political parties a “time 
out” until late January. He 
would do this by requesting 


that Parliament be pro¬ 
rogued, meaning that this 
session, which began less 
than three weeks ago, 
would end, and the govern¬ 
ment would return with a 
new throne speech next 
month. 

In the interim, one senior 
government member sug¬ 
gested, Harper would start 
to roll out plans for eco¬ 
nomic stimulus measures 


that would be contained in 
the budget that he has said 
will come on Jan. 27. 

Harper charged the oppo¬ 
sition coalition “wants to 
overturn” the results of the 
Oct. 14 election before the 
budget is brought down. 

“At a time of global eco¬ 
nomic instability, Canada’s 
government must stand un¬ 
equivocally for keeping the 
country together. At a time 
like this, a coalition with 
the separatists cannot help 
Canada,” he said.

Dairy prices 
expected to 
go up in ‘09 

farmers The price of pow¬ 
dered skim milk, along 
with butter, ice cream and 
cheese, could go up in Feb- 
ruaiy. 

The Canadian Dairy Com¬ 
mission said yesterday that 
starting Feb. 1, 2009, farm¬ 
ers will get a one per cent 
increase in the price they 
get for so-called “industrial 
milk” — the milk used to 
make yogurt, cheese, but¬ 
ter and skim-millc powder. 
Fluid milk and cream 
aren’t affected by the hike. 

This is the second price 
hike the commission has 
approved this year. The 
price went up two per cent 
Sept. 1. 

Normally, prices are 
reviewed once per year.

Still hope for 
missing crew, 
says official 

sinking Crews are still out 
searching for four people off 
the coast of Newfoundland. 

A small cargo ship named 
the MV Cap Blanc, sunk at 2 
p.m. at about 16 kilometres 
out of Maiystown in the 
Burin Peninsula. The four 
crewmembers onboard are 
missing. 

Two Cormorant helicop¬ 
ters from Newfoundland, 
and a Hercules aircraft from 
Nova Scotia have been 
searching. A RCMP patrol 
boat and two coast guard 
vessels are also involved. 

“They cut back on some 
of the assets Tuesday night, 
but the coast guard vessel 
George R. Pearlces was on 
scene all night long and the 
search will continue all day 
(today),” said Mike Bonin, 
base public affairs officer 
with CFB Halifax. 

There’s still hope of find¬ 
ing the missing sailors alive, 
Bonin said. 

“There’s a lot of variables 
when it comes to that: It de¬ 
pends on the wind, the wa¬ 
ter temperature, it also de¬ 
pends on what clothing 
they’re wearing, if they had 
the chance to put on 
survival suits,” he said. 

The Cap Blanc was a 30- 
metre long vessel based in 
St. Pierre et Miquelon, south 
of Newfoundland.

Protesters target private home 

Employee's house surrounded by group upset over shelter

Community services say 
they are stepping up secu¬ 
rity after protesters 
surrounded the house of a 
government employee 
yesterday at dawn. 

Halifax Coalition Against 
Poverty members banged 
on doors and windows and 
held a mock funeral on the 
lawn of Lynn Brogan, a 
community services re¬ 
gional administrator. 
HCAP says the closing of 
the Pendleton Place home¬ 
less shelter will lead to 
deaths and community 
services is responsible. 

“What the city needs is a 
diversity of shelter services,” 
said HCAP member James 
Babbitt. “Community Serv¬ 
ices should have consulted 
with the rest of the service 
provider community.” 


The St. Leonard’s Society, 
which runs Pendleton Place, 
merged with Metro Turning 
Point this fall. The shelters 
decided to merge and ex¬ 


pand one shelter while shut¬ 
ting down the other. 

Community Services 
spokeswoman Linda Laffin 
said it wasn’t fair to target a 


government employee on 
her personal property. 

“HCAP have shown again 
that they’re nothing but bul¬ 
lies. This kind of vile activity 


i “This kind of vile 
I activity and 
I intimidating people 
1 in their own homes 
is clearly crossing 
the line.” 

Community Services 
spokeswoman 
Linda Laffin 

and intimidating people in 
their own homes is clearly 
crossing the line,” she said. 

Community services will 
look into beefing up securi¬ 
ty for employees. 

“HCAP are not interested 
in speaking with us,” said 
Laffin. “When they burst in¬ 
to your newsroom and 
chanted so that nobody can 
speak and your employees 
are frightened, how effec¬ 
tive is that?” 


Pendleton Place operators should have consulted community: Halifax Coalition Against Poverty

Shelter operators say they were 
the ones who wanted Pendle¬ 
ton Place closed and yester¬ 
day's HCAP protest of a govern¬ 
ment employee’s home will 
hurt their cause. 

The Pendleton Place shelter 
closed when its operator, St. 
Leonard's Society, merged with 
Metro Turning Point. The two 
groups said they merged to 
have one full-time expanded 
shelter to give better service. 

But with protesters demon¬ 
strating at an employee’s 
home and the department 
now looking into security 
matters, the society says this 
isn't helping. 

“That starts to divert atten¬ 
tion and resources of the 
department to an issue we're 
not even talking about,” said St. 


Leonard's Executive Director 
Michael Poworoznyk. 

“If they need to divert their 
thinking to how they can pro¬ 
vide health and safety for their 
staff, then I'm concerned that 
will cloud the issue that we're 
talking about.” 

Even though the shelter op¬ 
erators planned and proposed 
the merger, HCAP says the 
protest at a community servic¬ 
es worker's home was warrant¬ 
ed because the government 
didn’t consult the general 
community. 

HCAP member James Babbitt 
said fewer shelters will mean 
someone dying on the streets 
of Halifax this winter, and the 
blood is on the government's 
hands. 

“When Pendleton was 


closed down, that created a 
gap in services,” said Babbitt. 

“If you're on the street, 
there's a lot of stresses you're 
dealing with every day. Occa¬ 
sionally, you may behave in 
ways that might jeopardize 
your ability to stay in that 
shelter for the evening. When 
you have another shelter 
available, people will be able 
to hop between shelters 
when they need to.” 

However, Poworoznyk insists 
the shelter will take in 
everyone they would have be¬ 
fore, and they are actually now 
getting about $100,000 more 
from the government. He said 
there are enough shelters and 
Halifax needs to focus on more 
assisted housing.

The government is looking 
to boost infrastructure 
spending next year in the 
hopes of stimulating Nova 
Scotia’s economy. 

“The premier and I have 
heard from a panel of econo¬ 
mists and others that the 
must productive expendi¬ 
tures that a government can 
make at these times are in¬ 
frastructure,” said Finance 
Minister Michael Baker.

The increase on spending 
may threaten the govern¬ 
ment’s plans to pay down 
the provincial debt. Baker 
said the debt is important 
but it must be weighed 
against the health of the 
economy. 


There were earlier leaked 
reports of a $ 100-million 
stimulus coming from the 
government possibly before 
the next budget. 

But Baker said it would 
be all but impossible to 
start capital spending be¬ 
fore the next fiscal year. 
MacDonald said the $ 100- 
million figure was false, 
and said it was too early to 
name an amount.

Going green is saving 
green for some local busi¬ 
nesses. The push for busi¬ 
nesses to become more 
environmentally friendly 
has led to a concentrated 
effort to reduce energy 
consumption. 

Six Canadian Tire stores 
in the province have 
worked with Nova Scotia 


Power through a program 
that offers companies in¬ 
centives to cut back on en¬ 
ergy. 

This has allowed the 
Lower Sackville store to 
save 180,000 kilowatt 
hours, enough energy to 
heat 20 homes. 

Other companies are 
making changes, too. The 
new NSLC on Tacoma drive 
in Dartmouth has applied 
to become LEED certified. 
This means that the build¬ 


ing is comprised of mainly 
recycled materials and has 
cut back on things such as 
water. 

Rick Perkins from the 
NSLC believes that it will 
become the first retail 
store in the province to get 
the LEED certification if it 
is approved.

As any working parent 
knows, daycare costs can be 
$700 to $800 a month just 
for one kid — and that’s if 
you can get a spot.

terday said the sentencing 
judge knew of Reykdal’s dif¬ 
ficult history, but felt “soci¬ 
ety could only be protected 
by the appellant’s removal 
through incarceration.” 

Reykdal suffers from fetal 
alcohol syndrome. He was 
taken into foster care at 
nine months old, and for 
the next 2/ years was “al¬ 
legedly physically abused 
and malnourished to the 
point of developmental de¬ 
lay,” Judge Nancy Bateman 
said in the statement. 

“Gratuitous violence (has) 
now become part of the 
substance abuse,” the sen¬ 
tencing judge said.

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Focus on economy, 
not partisanship, 
Dion tells nation 


Liberal Leader Stephane 
Dion told Canadians that 
Stephen Harper has lost the 
confidence of the House of 
Commons and urged the 
Governor General to reject 
any request by the prime 
minister to temporarily sus¬ 
pend Parliament. 

Responding to 
Harper’s nationally- 
televised speech last 
night, Dion said he is 
asking Gov. Gen. 
Michaelle Jean to en¬ 
sure that the Conser¬ 
vative minority gov¬ 
ernment faces a vote 
of confidence before any 
move to temporarily close 
down the House of Com¬ 
mons. 

“In our Canada, the gov¬ 
ernment is accountable for 
its decisions and actions in 
Parliament,” Dion said. 

Harper, whose minority 
government faces defeat on 


its economic policies as ear¬ 
ly as Monday, may ask Jean 
today to close down Parlia¬ 
ment until Januaiy, when 
the Conservatives plan to 
bring in a budget. 

Dion devoted much of his 
talk to explaining the aims 
of the Liberal-New 
Democrat coalition 
that, with the sup¬ 
port of the Bloc Que- 
becois, plans to oust 
Harper and govern. 

“Canadians don’t 
want another elec¬ 
tion, they want Par¬ 
liamentarians to 
work together. That’s our 
job ... put aside partisanship 
and focus on the economy” 
In a separate press confer¬ 
ence, NDP leader Jack Lay- 
ton said that the Liberal- 
NDP coalition is an answer 
to the government’s lack of 
action on the economy.

he Conservatives 
built their recent 
re-election cam¬ 
paign around lead¬ 
ership.

The problem for Harper 
was the popular distrust 
that has followed him 
around like a cranky foot¬ 
note. While few doubted 
Harper’s intelligence and 
discipline, they never 
found him very likeable. 

Politics is all about mar¬ 
keting, and the selling of 
Stephen Harper has always 
been hard. 

That he is cold and dis¬ 
tant, that he is humourless 
and wooden, we knew.

Men, not poverty, are affecting crime rates 



As Canada slips and slides 
toward higher rates of un¬ 
employment, many are 
asking whether this will 
increase crime. 

The simple answer is 
that unemployment and 
crime rates are not system¬ 


atically related. 

Consider, for example, 
homicide in Canada. 

For the past 50 years, 
British Columbia has had a 
rate of killing that is five 
times that of Newfound¬ 
land — a province that for 
decades languished under 
double-digit unemploy¬ 
ment. What drives homi¬ 
cide rates (and most other 
crime rates) is not unem¬ 
ployment, or even poverty, 
but two more important 


variables: culture and de¬ 
mographic shifts. 

The culture of British Co¬ 
lumbia is quite different 
from that of Newfound¬ 
land — the West has less 
community, a more tran¬ 
sient population, and an 
established network of 
young men who use hand¬ 
guns as their tool of last re¬ 
sort in business transac¬ 
tions. Second, more than 
70 per cent of all crime is 
committed by young men 


between the ages of 15 and 
29. If the percentage of the 
male population between 
these ages either increases 
or shrinks, crime rates will 
rise and fall accordingly. 
When crime in Canada be¬ 
gan to rise in the late 
1960s, it was because of 
the surge of the baby 
boomers. When crime 
rates began to fall in the 
early 1990s it was no sur¬ 
prise; the tail end of the 
surge of the baby boomers, 


those born in 1964, left 
their crime prone years in 
1993.1n other words, tough 
economic times are not go¬ 
ing to drive our crime rates 
down, or through the roof. 
Meaningful change de¬ 
pends on our culture and 
the communities we create 
— and, unfortunately, on 
the prevalence of young 
men in our populations.

Roger Hollett wants a call 
from the UFC, and a win 
on Friday night in Edmon¬ 
ton might just get it for 
him. 

The Fairview mixed- 
martial artist is set to face 
Emanuel Newton of Nor¬ 
walk, Calif., in defence of 
his Maximum Fighting 
Championship light 
heavyweight belt. 

Hollett (8-1) captured 
the MFC belt last August, a 
win he hoped would pro¬ 
pel him to the UFC. 

But he blew out his 
knee a few months later 
and is only now regaining 
his footing. 

“It should hopefully get 


me closer to a shot at the 
UFC,” Hollett said. “New¬ 
ton already got the call. 
They want him, but he’s 
got to honour his contract 
(to MFC) first. If I beat 
him, there’s a good 
chance I’ll get the call in¬ 
stead.” 

Hollett has fought once 
since tearing two knee lig¬ 
aments in the only loss of 
his career against Lew Pol- 
ley last November. 

He enjoyed a tri¬ 
umphant return almost a 
year later when he beat 
Marcus Hicks on Sept. 20 
in Halifax. 

Newton (10-3-1) has won 
eight straight fights, and 
turned heads in Septem¬ 
ber when he beat UFC vet¬ 
eran David Heath by sub¬ 
mission. 


The 24-year-old has a 
wrestling background, 
which clashes with Hol¬ 
lett’s quiclc-strilce ap¬ 
proach. 

“I’m gonna be looking 


to keep it on the feet ... 
I’ll be looking for the 
knockout,” Hollett said. 
“He says he wants to stand 
with me, he wants to 
showcase his striking 


skills, but I know he’s just 
saying that. He’s got a typ¬ 
ical wrestler’s style.” 

Newton told FCFight- 
er.com Hollett is “going to 
have to bring his A game, 


because I’m definitely go¬ 
ing to bring mine.” He al¬ 
so said Hollett’s “hands 
don’t really impress me 
much.” 

Hollett said the 
favoured Heath took New¬ 
ton lightly, and that he’s 
not going to make the 
same mistake. 

He says he feels like he’s 
back to the form he was 
last year when he claimed 
the MFC belt for the first 
time.

with Chase by actor Alec 
Baldwin, who was never 
able to fulfill his dream of 
a role on the show. 

The other big box this 
season is MGM/Fox’s Hol¬ 
lywood Musicals set, a 
gaudy marquee-themed 
package that features 50 





bonus 
fea¬ 
tures, 
includ¬ 
ing a 
rather dark excerpt 
from star Don Adams’ me¬ 
morial service. Finally, 
HBO has released a slim 
collection of Generation 
Kill, the Iraq War minis¬ 
eries from The Wire cre¬ 
ator David Simon, proba¬ 
bly the most successful 
portrait of the conflict 
made so far. 

Looking to dominate the 
TV box set market, HBO 
has also released the 
World War II miniseries 
Band Of Brothers on Blu- 
ray, which virtually dupli¬ 
cates the earlier DVD offer¬ 
ing but integrates several 
of the special features 
more seamlessly into the 
disc menu. 

Not new but improved 

The Planet Of The Apes 

films have also been given 
a Blu-ray upgrade in a slip- 
cased set from Fox, which 
excludes the TV and ani¬ 
mated iterations of the 
franchise contained in the 
earlier “monkey head” gift 
set in favour of a reverent 
look at the 5 Apes films as 
cultural artifacts of the late 
’60s and early ’70. 

The Best Picture Collec¬ 
tion from Sony is a grab 
bag of Oscar-winning ti¬ 
tles, from Frank Capra 
chestnuts like It Happened 
One Night and You Can’t 
Take It With You through 
David Lean’s Lawrence Of 
Arabia and Bridge On The 
River Kwai to Kramer Vs. 
Kramer and Gandhi. If any¬ 
thing, it proves how much 
less fun Oscar films have 
become over the years. 

The Alfred Hitchcock 
Premiere Collection from 
MGM/Fox skips through 
the director’s early career, 
from his silent debut The 
Lodger through Brit¬ 
ish talkies Sabotage 
and Young And In¬ 
nocent to his early 
career in Holly¬ 
wood with Rebec¬ 
ca, Lifeboat, Spell¬ 
bound, Notorious and The 
Paradine Case. Packaged in 
a binder inside a Lucite 


slipcase, it’s more repre¬ 
sentative than definitive. 

Finally, Paul Feig and 
Judd Apatow’s brilliant- 
but-cancelled series Freaks 
And Geeks has been updat¬ 
ed with a clever yearboolc- 
themed package from 
Shout Factory that collects 
practically every outtalce 
and screen test left over 
from the shows short but 
indelible run on TV in the 
fall of 1999. 

Prize inside! 

Several gift sets arrive 
packaged around col¬ 
lectible items, the best ex¬ 
ample of which is Fox’s 
Ray Harryhausen gift set, 
which puts an impressive¬ 
ly solid figurine of one of 
Harryhausen’s stop-motion 
creatures together with a 
DVD set featuring 2-disc 
sets devoted to 3 of the sci- 
fi/monster films he made 
for Columbia in the ‘50s. 

The Mystery Science The¬ 
atre 3000 20th Anniversary 
Edition set comes in a tin 
box featuring four exquis¬ 
itely lousy Z-grade pictures 
adorned with MST3K’s 
trademark snarky com¬ 
mentary and a figurine of 
Crow T. Robot. Warner’s 
limited edition reissue of 
300 adds an extra disc with 
an in-depth production 
documentary and a slip- 
cased book to its big prize 
— a 3D lenticular Lucite 
block featuring a shot 
from Zaclc Snyder’s film. 

Finally, Sony’s complete 
I Dream Of Jeannie set 
comes in a cute but flimsy 
cardboard bottle with a set 
of trivia cards featuring 
facts from the show and in¬ 
terviews with the show’s 
stars.

The ’50s are domi¬ 
nated by Rogers and Ham- 
merstein classics like Okla¬ 
homa and The King And I, 
and the ’60s set features a 
lot of Elvis movies. The fi¬ 
nal set, covering the ’70s to 
the present, is a truly 
mixed bag, though a set 
with titles like All That 
Jazz, The Rocky Horror Pic¬ 
ture Show and Moulin 
Rouge can claim to be fair¬ 
ly representative of the 
era. 

Finally, Fox’s successor 
to its landmark Ford At Fox 
set from last year arrives in 
the form of Murnau, 
Borzage & Fox, another 
deluxe box profiling the 
careers of two directors — 
F.W. Murnau and Frank 
Borzage — and studio head 
William Fox during the 
transition from silent 
movies to talkies. Includes 
the classic Murnau film 
Sunrise, as well as several 
other rarely-seen but bril¬ 
liant films from an era un¬ 
justly overlooked even to- 
day. 


The whole thing 

HBO has a few big com¬ 
plete season collections 
this year, including sets for 
The Wire and Deadwood. 
There’s not a lot new in 
The Wire set except for 
some prequel shorts, but 
the new box does slim 
down the show’s shelf real 
estate. The Deadwood col¬ 
lection does the same, but 
throws in a few new bonus 
features, including a wan¬ 
der down the streets of the 
show’s main set with cre¬ 
ator David Milch, who is 
clearly unhappy with his 
show’s premature end. 

HBO also has a complete 
Get Smart collection with a 
simple but clever package 
that requires you to open a 
set of doors echoing the 
show’s famous title se¬ 
quence to get to the discs, 
which are loaded with 
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Toshiba XD-E300 
upconverting DVD 
player 
($129.99) 

Toshiba was the 
loser in the high- 
def disc wars last 
year, supporting 
the (to my eyes, 
superior) HD- 
DVD format. 

They’re not 
willing to run up 
the white flag 
and surrender 
yet. 

And that 
brings us to the 
XD-E500. 

It’s Sony’s lat¬ 
est generation of 
upconverting 
DVD players, in¬ 
troduced to the 
market with the 
assumption that 
there are enough 
consumers with 
DVD libraries out 
there unwilling 
to swap them for 
Blu-ray at notable 
cost. 

The XD-E500 is 
essentially an up- 
converting player 
that allows the 
viewer control 
over aspects of im¬ 
age control to give 1 - 

the impression of a 
sharper, more vivid DVD 
picture on high-def 
screens. 

If you’re at all familiar 
with image editing pro¬ 
grams like Photoshop, 
you’ll have no problem un¬ 
derstanding how the XD- 


E500 tweaks sharp¬ 
ness, contrast and satu¬ 
ration to squeeze 
eveiy bit of juice out of 
a 480i image upcon- 
verted to 1080p. 

The one major im¬ 
provement I noticed 
was the ability of the 
player to tightly ren¬ 
der patterns that 
would have been jan¬ 
gled, moire-pattern 
messes on regular 
DVD. 

Be warned — the 
XD-E500 doesn’t put 
out true HD, but it 
comes as close as DVD 
will go, at a very rea¬ 
sonable price.

As Blu-ray players start 
bearing down on the 
magic $200 price point 
(keep your eyes peeled 
during Boxing Week), 
these three machines will 
probably end up on some¬ 
body’s wish list. 

Since winning the format 
war, there hasn’t been a lot 
of movement in the basic 
specs of Blu-ray players. 

But one major improve¬ 


ment is load time — all 
three players tested here 
improved the load time on 
previous genera¬ 
tions of ma¬ 
chines.

But the BDP

All three machines fea¬ 
ture Ethernet jacks for on¬ 
line firmware updates 
and possible BD-Live in¬ 
teractivity. 

This is good to see, since 
this was often missing on 
Blu-ray players during the 
format war. 

The Panasonic’s main 
flaw is the load time — the 
slowest of the three. 

And the unit’s price, 
which needs to be more 
competitive. 

The Samsung is a fine 
machine, but the review 
unit I had went through a 
frustrating series of mal¬ 
functions. 

It wasn’t recognizing 
commands from either the 
remote or the buttons on 
the unit itself. 

Another malfunction 
was throwing up the 
“bonus view” icon on¬ 
screen with no option to 
shut it off.

The flat panel TV market 
has reached a sort of 
plateau of quality, at least 
when you’re shopping for 
brand name sets — pic¬ 
ture quality is uniformly 
good, even excellent, now

Steak Skewered with 
Two Onions 

INGREDIENTS: 

11/2 lb (680 g) sirloin or rump 
steak, trimmed of all fat 
2 medium red onions 
8 fat scallions 

1 tbsp (15 mL) Dijon mustard 
1 tsp (5 mL) Worcestershire 
sauce 

1/2 tsp (2 mL) red wine vinegar 
Salt and black pepper 
4 tbsp (60 mL) light olive oil 

METHOD: 

1 . Preheat grill to high. Cut 
meat into 20 equal cubes. 
Peel, top and tail red onions, 
cut in half widthwise and cut 
each half into four wedges. 
Rinse scallions, trim to 
lengths of 4 in. (10 cm) and 
cut in half lengthwise. 

2 . Onto each of four metal 
skewers, about 16 in. (40 
cm) long, thread five pieces 
of meat, alternating with a 


combination of red and 
green onions. 

3 . Lay the skewers across 
grill pan or roasting pan, 
balancing ends on the rim. 

4 . Mix mustard, Worcester¬ 
shire sauce, vinegar, salt, 
and pepper in a small bowl, 
then whisk in oil. 

5 . Brush half the mixture 
over kabobs, then grill, close 
to the heat source, for 3-5 
minutes. Turn skewers, 
brush with remaining 
mixture and grill for a 
further 3-5 minutes.
